RHODESIA. CUBA, AND 
THE U.S. WILL TO LEAD 
A new test of America’s will to lead, and to act, seems 
almost certain in view of the collapse of black- white 
talks in Rhodesia. Hopes that a compromise might be 
found on the majority- rule question which would at least 
temporarily ease the crisis there have been dashed. 
Rhodesian whites are not prepared to surrender im­ 
mediately the government of their country to the black 
majority. The blacks seem unprepared to accept 
anything less. The stage therefore seems set for the next 
bloody act in the massive tragedy unfolding in southern 
Africa. 
Stepped up guerrilla war from neighboring Mozam­ 
bique is the first likelihood. But the Rhodesians may be 
able to withstand that surprisingly well — at least for 
quite a while. The pressure will then be on the blacks to 
ask for the help of Soviet heavy weapons and Cuban 
soldiers — of which there are plenty at hand. If the U.S. is 
to retain any shred of credibility or respect, it must act 
with extreme forcefulness to prevent this. 
The U.S. policy dilemma is plain and painful. On the 
one hand, Kissinger has repeatedly warned the Soviets 
and Cubans that they must not repeat their Angolan 
venture again. On the other hand, there is the evident 
lack of political support in the U.S. for any direct aid to 
the white governments of southern Africa. Moscow and 
Havana may well calculate that this gives them a free 
hand despite Kissinger’s warnings. 
Meanwhile, reports stream in from European press 
correspondents saying that the West European leaders, 
deeply disturbed by the earlier failure of U.S. will in 
Angola, are asking: “Can the U.S. still lead the free 
world?” Indeed, can we act at all? 
Affirmative answers to these questions are vital. For 
our part, we believe that the proper U.S. response to any 
further military intervention by Cuban troops in Africa 
should be against Cuba itself, in the form of a naval and 
air blockade. Although we renounced such actions in 
1962, as partof the Cuban Missile Crisis settlement, 
Cuba’s military actions in Africa already have rendered 
this agreement null and void. 
We believe the great majority of the American people 
would support such an action. And we believe that the 
great majority of our friends and allies around the world 
would welcome it also as a much overdue sign that the 
U.S. has not, after all, become a paper tiger.

She 
desperately fears she may have 
to pay with her life, 
She has pleaded through her 
attorneys 
for protection for 
herself and her family. Several 
threats have been made against 
the Hearsts by such terrorist 
groups as the World Liberation 
Front 
and 
the 
Red 
World 
Family. 
Patty’s concern. about her 
family, according to sources 
with access to her most intimate 
conversations, is genuine. Her 
39-day court ordeal brought her 
closer to her family than she has 
been since she left home She 
was deeply moved by the way 
they stood by her 
Her parents, Randolph and 
Catherine 
Hearst, 
have 
en 
couniwd her to cooperate with 
the 
government, 
They 
are 
willing to go into seclusion, they 
have indictaed, if this should 
become necessary to permit 
their daughter to assist the 
authorities. 
Government 
sources 
have 
confirmed to us that the Hearsts 
would be in real danger if Patty 
turns informer. Terrorists and 
crazies have tried to intimidate 
them with death threats 
As 
emphasis, terrorists have set off 
bombs at Hearst headquarters 
in New York City, the Hearst 
mansion at San Simeon and the 
family’s rustic retreat in the 
foothills of Mount Shasta 
Patty has already given the 
full details of her life in the 
underground, meanwhile, to two 
probation officers. But their 
report is intended for the eyes 
only of Federal Judge Oliver 
Carter 
Through 
her 
attorney 
Al 
Johnson, Patty has also offered 
some preliminary revelations to 
the federal authorities She has 
identified the participants, for 
example, in a fatal bank robbery 


in the Carmichael section of

Yet our sources say her account 
differs from the recollections of 
two eyewitnesses According to

Patty

provided, the eyewitnesses have

them out.

“ As a painter, I ’m sometimes 
terrified by an empty canvas,”

Thompson. “ So imagine how I 
felt when I learned I would be 
doing a feature length film for 
a screen that is seven stories 
tall and covers 6,300 square 
feet.

comprehend,” 
Thompson says in his soft, al­ 
most shy voice. 
Even with long and medium 
shots, he found it difficult to re­ 
strict the detail to the point 
that viewers would not become 
so wound up in minutiae that 
the over-all scene would be 
lost. 
Equally, Thompson found, “ I 
had to be very careful not to 
get too tricky with the camera. 
It would be very satisfying as a 
director to have a ball with the 
cinema process. But then you 
run the danger of losing the au­ 
dience and then the audience 
loses the story line.” 


With the job of covering 200 
years of American history in 48 
minutes, Thompson admits he 
could scarcely afford to lose his 
audience even for seconds. 
While the impact can be stun­ 
ning, the process can pose dan­ 
gerous pitfalls to less-than-care- 
ful directors. During one shoot­ 
ing sequence in historic Phila­ 
delphia, Thompson was faced 
with

problem

an 
anachronistic seven-story cin- 
derblock building in the middle 
of a block containing 18th-cen­ 
tury buildings important to one 
sequence. 
“ You looked at that building 
with its concrete blocks, and 
you just knew IMAX would 
pick it up in every detail,” 
Thompson said. The solution: 
Wrap the building in brick red 
cloth with cutouts for the win­ 
dows and doors.
